Mc- 
Lelland, with scrip buyers’ [b¥otson, 
Marouey and McClelland. The first 
named was buying for Ross Bros., the 
second for McDougall & Secord while 
Mr. McCleliand bought, for himself.

WHITE WHALE LAKE. 

What fine hay weather we are hav- 
ing now. One could not desire bet- 
ter. And what a magnificent hay crop 
there is, especialiy the wild pea mix- 
ture of which both horses and cattle 
sare so fond. So that every hour’scut- 
ting with the mower means over a load 
of choice hay. Of course it is only 
on the upland one can gather it, -as 
the sloughs and lowlands are out of 
reach this summer. Nothing, but 
laziness need prevent almost any one 
from getting an ampla supply, for 
nature has been lavish ot her natural 
grasses, 


Our grain crop, while still smail in 
comparison with such districts as 
Stony Plain, is many times as large 
asd it wes last year, and, from present 
appearances promises a satisfactory 
yield. Several of our settlers are af- 
ter hinders to get ready, for’ the rush 
of ripening. 

We have had as much and as varied 
“weather’ as other localities, barring 
the hail; and as a resuit creek, bot- 
toms have been flooded, bridges swept 
away and roads next to impassable.

As Pierre Grey had been 
caught with liquor last year he was 
refused permission to trade on the 
reserve this time. However, he quiet- 
ly ignored orders to the extent of en- 
croaching nearly a quarter mile within 
reserve limits. Immediately + after 
irealy payment a large(| number of 
our Stoneys started on a visit to Mor- 
ley. Their excuse for going was a 
desire to purchase horses, their own 
having largely died off last year be- 
cause of neglect. Togo at this time 
meani neglect, of work in hay cutting 
and gardening and preparing their 
houses for winter. When they return 
many will be vegging for help and sup- 
plies. Th y should have been ordered 
back to the reserve to attend, to busi- 
ness. Those at home! are doing fairly 
(for thein) 3: Laying. The absentees 
are just now on the way home with a 
bunch of ponies. 

The death rate among the Stoneys 
this year is very low compared with 
last year. eof 

The berry supply especially of rasp- 
berries was very large and long con- 
tinned this summer, Some who 


came from Edmonton were

amazed a* the extent, and only re- 
gretted they had not made more ample 
preparation for gathering them. There 
seems no reason why a profitable busi- 
ness could not be carried on, shipping 
the berries to Edmonton by boat.

On being refused, Botha’s men op- 
ened fire» Kock, the owner of the 
farm, and his son and several other 


burghers were killed, and a number 
wounded. When their ammunition was 
exhausted the remainder surrendered. 

Christian Botha immediately formed 
1 court-martial. Five men were or- 
dered to be; shot and ara said to have 
been executed without delay. Four 
were severely flogged and sent to 
Voiksrust, while another was taken 
prisoner to Amersfoort.

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RAILWAY SURVEY 10 THE LANDING. 


F. Deggenforfer, C..E. returned 
Saturday last from an exploratory 
trip over the country between town 
end the Landing, where he had gone 
to ascertain the most feasible route 
for a railway! line between! those two 
points. A railway charter covering 
this stretch is held by eastern capital- 
ists, at whose instance the survey is 


made. Mr. Deggendorfer said. he 
found ihe country offered no difficul- 
ties whatever to the construciion of a 
line. The line would follow the pres- 
enti trail to a point sixteen miles ‘be- 
yond ihe Sturgeon river, when it 
would bend toward the west. After 
a ran of some sixteen miles through 
« country offering no particular en- 
wineering diificulties the head of the 
valley of the Tawatinaw river was 
reached. Down the bed of the valley, 
some 34 wiies, to its rwouth at’ the 
Athabasca Landing, the line could run, 
drscending by a natural dieat. The 
moutl of the river. touc the Atha- 
bisea at a point about 200 yards east 
of the H. P. Co’s. store at the Landing. 
Speaking of the settlement and nature 
ot the country, Mr. Deggenforfer stat- 
ed: “The country as iar as theStur- 
geon is, of course. well settled and the 
land is well adapted) for farming. 
Good farming land alse extends on the 
west side of the Liiy, lake valley, for 
some distance, At all other points the 
country traversed by, the proposed line 
is good grazing land with enough hay 
to make 1' a first class ranching coun- 
try. In spots there is good. timbe-— 
any ampupt or Jack pine along the 
sandy reaches, that would make good 
tie timber. The streams to be crossed 
are of an insignificant nature and, of- 
fer no diificulties to bridging. The 
valley of the Tawatinaw, is 120 feet 
deep, the river itself being about fif- 
teen feet wide at the water line. The 
barks descend by plateaus. The soil is 
free from ciides and construction 
would not be diificult.” Am alterna- 
tive route for the line is suggested, by 
way of St. Aboert, Morinviile and. Le- 
gal, reaching the head of the Tawat- 
inaw at the same point as the other 
line would tap it. Mr. Deggendorfer 
leaves again pext week with, a survey 
party, to make a preliminary focation 
survey. 


WORK ON THE SCHOOL. 


Coutractor Manson is doing his best 
to tush the construction ef the mew 
scitool house while the present glor- 
ious weather continues, and, thougn 
bancicapped through difficulty’ in ob- 
taining bricklayers, the structure is 
commencing to take shape. The work 
of excavating, the conerete footings is 
completed. The foundations for the 
and parti‘ions are superior to 
any other structure here. For the 
outer walls the foolings of concrete 
are five feet six inches deep) and; four 
feet in width, constcucted of brick laid 
in cement. The footings for the par- 
titions walls are two ieet six inches 
wide and nine irches deep with four 
courses of brick laid on Lop. The tow. 
er has a concrete footing six feet wide 
and two feet deep. 

The brick work of the walls is up 
four feet and the contractor expects 
to have a larger gang at, wurk next 
week.
